A canvass of prospects for the Fed- 
@ral income tax amendment by corres- 
pondents of the Post-Dispatch in cap- 
ftals of states not yet definitely com- 
mitted on the proposition favors the 
adoption of the measure, but not this 
year and possibly not next. 

It pequires the vote of 35 states, 
through their legislature, to become ef- 
fective, being three-fourths of the total 
number. As 30 have declared for it and 
@eannot revoke their action, and as 
Rhode Isiand, Vermont and Connecticut 
have rejected it and may be set down 
@s permanently opposed, the issue is 
left to the determination of 17 States. 

The correspondents report that public 
Opinion will probably swing at least 
the required five of them for the amend- 
ment. Their forecast is as follows:

By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatich, 
NEW YORK, July. 1.—Warwick M. 
Hough of St. Louis, who, as attorney 
for the Wholesale Liquor Dealers’ As- 
sociation, wrote the definition of whisky 
which was after a_ bitter fight of sev- 
eral years adopted by President Taft as 


the official definition, reached New York 
this morning after a motor trip through 
the Adirondacks. 

Hough takes issue with the statements 
that he represented the Whisky Trust 
or that he wrote the definition for ‘‘So- 
licitor McCabe, which superseded the 
opinion of Dr. Wiley.’ He said that 
the Wholesale Liquor Dealers’ Associa- 
tion was distinctly not the trust, but 
the independent dealers allied against 
the trust, and that it was the trust 
which wanted the word ‘“‘whisky”’ to be 
applicable only to the unrectified distil- 
lation of grain, the rule favored by 
Dr. Wiley, a concoction which Hough's 
clients assert was impure and injurious. 

The Hough definition, which is now 
the law in this country is the “any 
potable distilled spirit from grain is 
whisky.” This definition, Hough 
said, he had been insisting upon for 
years, but had been overruled by Dr. 
Wiley, who wanted the word confined 
only to the straight spirit. 

Solicitor McCabe also took 
with Hough, although he did not gu 
as far as Dr. Wiley. He tried to 
teke a middle ground, and restrict 
the use of the word to any potable 
distilled spirit that indicated its or- 
igin, but Hough said he had over. 
turned the McCabe view by proving 
that no expert in the country could 
tell the origin of distilled liquor 
which had been placed in similar 
containers, as whisky or brandy 
placed in charred containers absorbed 
the same qualities to such an extent 
one could not be told from the other. 

Hough makes no secret of antag- 
onism to Dr. Wiley and says he 
ought not to be in the powerful po- 
sition he holds, but he says that up 
to the time he severed Jhis connec- 
tion with the Wholesale’ Liquor 
Dealers’ Association, that body ha 
never made any effort to have the 
doctor ousted and he was absolutely 
sure no such effort had been made 
since he retired from the case. 

He said his connection with the 
association expired two years agen. 
but that he had continued to repre- 
it in the one controversy with 
Wiley.

POSSIBLE HERE Al

Samuel Rosenfeld Reporis on In- 
spection Made in Parks at 
Chicago. 








The construction of free golf links 
in St. Louis {is recommended and ‘:s 
declared feasible at small cost by 
Samuel Rosenfeld of the Westwood 
Country Club in his report to Park 
Commissioner Davis on the free links 
conducted in Chicago. He states in 
the report that the park commisstion- 
ers of Chicago say that the free golf 
links there have proved the most 
popular feature of the parks, and 
have continually grown in § favor 
since they were established. 

Rosenfeld went to Chicago at the 
request of Davis to investigate the 
eonditions there regarding the popu 
larity and cost of the links. He says 
that the records show that last vear 
more than 400,000 persons played on 
the free links in Chicago. The play- 
ers ranged in age from 8 vears to 
92 years. Fight per cent of the play- 
ers Were women, 10 per cent were 
boys and 82 per cent were men em. 
ploved in various capacities who 
could not afford to become members 
of expensive golf clubs, the report 
States. 

The Chicago links were laid out at 
nominal expense, according to Rosen- 
feld. The park employes prepared the 
tees and greens and laid out the courses. 
A shelter house for players was built 
for $2500, and toilets were constructed 
at a cost of $800 each. 

There are two free golf links in Jack- 
son Park. One is an 18-hole course and 
the other nine holes. The annual ex- 
of maintaining the two courses 
aggregates $7200, according Rosen- 
feld. This includes a starter for each 
course at $75 a month, a head attend- 
ant, assistant attendants, janitors, wom- 
en attendants, green keepers and labor 
to keep greens, sand boxes and hazards 
in satisfactory condition. 

The Chicago links were opened to the 
public-in 1899. In 1901 the average oum- 
bers of players daily was 600. The links 
were closed on Sundays. In 1907 the 
number of players grew to more’ than 
165,000, 

The links were overhauled in 1906 
and many changes made by an expert. 
The cost was $704.64. This expense is 
the only item of sufficient importance 
to be charged against the courses for 
improvements or maintainance in the 
ll years the links have been open to 
the Rosenfeld says.

Told of Operations, 

Under pressure brought to bear 
by friends of Mrs. Armour and de- 
spite the explicit confidence of her 
employer Miss Byington several 
days after the discovery of the pec- 
ulations admitted that during the 
three years she had been in Mrs. 
Armour’s employ, she had from time 
to time taken securities from a safe- 
ty deposit box. and sold them to 
brokers on the pretense that she was 
doing it for Mrs. Armour who de- 
sired it for private charities. 

Miss Byington then directed inves- 
tigators to a dog kennel at the Ar- 
mour home where about $25,000 of the 
securities were found buried in a 
corner. She promised to restore the 
remainder. 

It developed that thousands of dol- 
lars had been spent by Miss Bying- 


art for which she had paid fabulous 
prices in some cases apparently with 
the use of little judgment. 

From storage houses in this city 
under Miss Byington's directions, Mrs. 
\rmour’s representatives recovered 
$10,000 worth of jewelry bought from 
one firm in the course of 18 months, 
$8000 worth of Oriental rugs and 
$4000 worth of mezzo tints purchased 
from a local art dealer, whose shop 
she had frequented a great deal. Other 
sew-gaws and flashy art works were 
found in Miss Byington’s apartments 
at the Armour home. 

When told by her attorneys of the 
disappearance of securities Mrs. Ar- 
mour refused to take any action 
i1gainst Miss Byington, and for weeks 
afterward Kept her in her employe. 

Went to Armour’s As Nurse. 

Miss Byington was educated at the 
Scarritt Bible and Training School, an 
institution almost as rigid in discipline 
as a convent. Her family was poor and 
she was forced to leave school and go 
to work when she was only a child. She 
determined to be a nurse and it was 
as a nurse that she went to the Ar- 
mour home. Mrs. Armour became so 
attached to her that she was retained 
as a companion, 

Mrs. Armour trusted her implicity and 
took her into her confidence. Miss By- 
ington managed all the affairs of the 
spacious Armour mansion, paid all the 
bills and even had a key to Mrs. Ar- 
mour’s private box in the safety deposit 
vaults of the New England National 
LGank: Miss Byington’s salary was $75 
a month. 

Investigation by Mrs. Armour ari 
admissions made by the. girl show 
that she carried on her operations 
in this way: She always accom- 
panied Mrs. Armour to the New En- 
gland National Bank, in the safety 
deposit vaults of which Mrs. Armour 
kept her fortune in bonds, The 
companion carried the shears an 
clipped from the bonds the interest- 
bearing coupons as Mrs. Armour des- 
ignated them. 

Instead of returning the bonds to 
the Armour safety deposit box the 
companion placed them in her own 
handbag and later disposed of them 
through various brokers. The money 
thus received she placed in the Fidel- 
ity Trust Co. in her own name. 

Said Brother Supplied Her. 

To the New England National Bank, 
where Mrs. Armour was a customer, 
and to the McCrum Investment Co. 
and other brokers through whom she 
disposed of the stocks and bonds; the 
voung woman represented that she 
was Mrs. S. B. Armour’s confidentia! 
secretary and business agent; and to 
the Fidelity Trust Co., where she kept 
her own account, and to Mrs. Armour, 
when her employer commented or her 
expenditures for jewelry and finery, 
she represented that she had a mil- 
lionaire brother in South America who 
allowed her $10,000 a year spending 
money. 

Miss Byington often spoke of this 
brother as a very wealthy man. 
When she was making purchases 
with Mrs. Armour’s money Miss 
Pyington often said that she was 
buying for’ her brother in South 
America and the goods were presum- 
ably being sent to storage until they 
could be shipped to him.

SPOILS. : 

The hospital measure, which is the subject of 
such keen debate between the Kreismann and 
Kiel factions, is ostensibly designed to correct 
some admitted evils in the hospital service. It 
is deftly argued.that so great are the needs of 
the inmates and patients of the municipal insti- 
tution that something must be done for their 
immediate relief. 

The appeal is entirely to the emotions. The 
bill itself provides chiefly for the increase of the 
salaries of all emploves, the increase in the num- 
bei of employes and increase of power for the 
Hospital Commissioner who happens to be John 
C. Morfit, the man who drew the Dill. 

The food is bad, Dr. Morfit says. Therefore 
increase the number of employes. The service 
is wretched. For that his remedy is to increase 
his own power. Inmates are treated like ani- 
mals. Therefore pay the er.ployes more. Ev- 
erything about the institution is rotten. There- 
fore get more politics into the systen. 

A few days ago it was said the “reform” would 
add $180,)00 a year to the city’s expenditures. 
Yesterday Morfit was quoted as saying it would 
add $220,000. The statements are not incon- 
sistent. The bill, after providing for the classi- 
fication of employes and fixing cheir salaries, 
gives the Hospital Co:nmissioner the absolute 
power to determine the number of employes. 
The additional expens2 is, therefore, a matter for 
decision by Dr. Morfit. He can appropriate any 
sum he pleases for the political machine he 
favérs out of the public treasury by the simple 
process of increasing the number of employes. 
He can “take care” of political hangers-on be- 
fore election and make himself an indispensable 
factor in the spoils system. : 

No man should be trusted with such p°wer. 
No man, who has brought tue city instituiions 
Confer- 
ring it explains the fight in the Muuicipa: As- 
sembly. It makes clear why the Kiel faction 
is on one side and the Kreismann faction on 
the other. They are fighting for the hospital 
spoils. Whether the patients are better fed and 
better cared for is a mere incident.

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A RAILROAD EDUCATIONAL BUREAU. 

Today the correspondence school of instruction 
work of the Educational Bureau of the Illinois 
Central and the Yazoo & Mississippi Valley Rail- 
road companies begins. The management of the 
Illinois Central system offers every employe an 
opportunity to prepare himself for promotion, 
and the Educational Bureau is to be conducted 
at the expense of the company for the benefit of 
employes. 

The plan of railroad schools of instruction 
originated with Vice-President Park when he was 
with the Union Pacific. He recognized the fact 
that the personnel of any railroad is largely com- 
posed of those who have been deprived of the 
higher schooling. It is estimated that 90 per 
cent of the publicly educated children leave 
school to earn a livelihood for themselves or par- 
ents before they are 16 years of age. The ob- 
jects of the Educational Bureau of the Illinois 
Central System are three: to assist employes to 
fit themselves for more responsible positions; to 
increase the knowledge and efficiency of em- 
ployes, and to prepare prospective employes to 
enter the service. 

The lesson papers have been specially prepared 
for railroad work, so that whatever a man 
studies can be taken as official and authoritative 
information that an employe can put to imme- 
diate practical use. 

While it is quite true that men learn by ex- 
perience what is absolutely necessary for the per- 
formance of their daily duty, it {s equally true 
that there can not. be much advancement for the 
man whose deficient education disables him from 
generalizing. He can not apply what he knows 
to wider problems, although his natural] intelli- 
gence may be large. The Illinois Central js do- 
ing something that is good for the employe, 
valuable to the system and beneficial to the pub- 
lic by the increase of efficiency, which means 
sefety.

If the pact is established, Mr. Taft 
will almost certainly be re-elected 
President. It is doubtful if the 
political stock of any President of 
the United States declined more 
swiftly after his inauguration than 
that of President Taft. Under his 
rule the insurgent element in the 
Republican party rapidly made head- 
way, and the majority in the House of 
Representatives disappeared. Mat- 
ters were going from bad to worse, 
until the idea of reciprocity was 
seized on by the President. He saw 
in {t a policy that insurgents and reg- 
ulars and Democrats could unite 
upon. It was an American policy, not 
a party plank, and today {ft has the 
almost solid support of the American 
people, 

Reciprocity has been extremely 
valuable to the President as a wea- 
pon with which to belabor the in- 
surgents. They could either suppor; 
it and add to the triumph of the 
President, or they could dissent from 
it and lose popular support. Senator 
La Follette of Wisconsin may be said 
to have practically disqualified him- 
self as a presidential candidate by his 
opposition to reciprocity. His boom 
was launched a few days ago, and 
has fallen flat. A year or so ago La 
Follette might have been picked as 
the best man, except Roosevelt, » 
defeat Mr. Taft for the nomination 
of his party. Today even such a 
stanch progressive as Senator Cum- 
mins of Iowa refuses to indorse La 
Follette’s candidature, on the ground 
that he hasn’t a chance. 

The present probabilities are that 
President Taft will have an easy time 
f it in convention, thanks to his con- 
inentalist friends in Canada, who 
gave him the great chance of Nis life 
in the reciprocity agreement.

N explaining Roosevelt and the 
| Roosevelt period in the United 
States, Max Kullnick has discov- 
ered a single sentence which on page 
h8 of his biography of “the Colonel” 
(From Rough Rider to President) he 
records as the Colonel's own words: 
"Y entered politics because I wished 
to belong to the governing classes, 
not to the governed.” 
This is no doubt the moat impor- 
tant sentence in an important book. 
Herr Kullnick’s work, written in Ger- 
many for Germans, is now translated 
into English by Dr. Frederick von 
Reithdorf of Monmouth College, Ili- 
nois. Herr Kullnick discovered Col. 
Roosevelt first as a Rough Rider and 
continued investigating him subse- 
quently as Vice-President and Presi- 
dent. At first a critic, Herr Kullnick 
became an intense admirer, identify- 
ing his subject as what he supposed 
to be a genuine example of the 
‘“Kalserliche type” in the United 
States. To account for it, he began 
investigating it to its origin. He Is: 
grateful for help to the indispensable 
Loeb 
Congressional Library, but most of 
all to the writings in which the Colo- 
nel has explained himself as a hunter, 
naturalist, philosopher, soldier, patri- 
ot. statesman, reformer and _ other 
things. Admiring him in all these 
capacities as a Kaiserliche type, Herr 
Zullnick traces them all to their “pa- 
cian” origin. Considering the Colo- 
as a Kaliserliche patrician, con- 
liing a rude and corrupt democ- 
ty. Herr Kullnick writes a biog- 
raphy of absorbing interest. As a 
master of our best material for his- 
torical myths, he has the valuable 
Teutonic faculty of discovering the 
most microscopic facts necessary for 
developing hig “thesis.” As he has 
absolutely no American sense of hu- 
mor, he can stand with the worship- 
ing Loeb above the cradle of the pa- 
triclan infant and from that origin 
trace all the germs of greatness until 
they are the fully grown, gigantic 
Roosevelt myth of the years 1908-10. 
Taking his story at the beginning 
and following it to the end, itt be- 
comes more and more absorbing, 
more heroic, more and more com- 
Pelling in the interest which belongs 
to the Superman, shown in the front- 
isplece, erect in the saddle, grimly 
heroic and with steady eye-glasses as 
he rises in the air above a five-barred 
gate. As the Colonel igs best known 
to himself and to the indispensable 
Loeb, it is the Colonel to the life. It 
is presented as the view of the dis- 
interested foreign critic who repre- 
sents the judgemnt of posterity. Per- 
haps it does. American humor has 
never solved the problem of why the 
shortest men wear the tallest silk 
hats when they are demonstrating 
their patrician capacities.

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THE PERSONALITY OF GENIUS. 
AST year Arthur Christopher 
a Benson delivered a series of lec- 
tures on Ruskin and his work. 
They were intended only for the stu- 
dents of Magdalene College, Cambridge. 
Mr. Benson’ intended to rewrite them 
into a book for the public. He changed 
his mind very much for the better. He 
has had them published in America and 
England, in the form in which they 
were delivered. He could not haYe made 
a better book on the same subject. Its 
title is “John Ruskin, A Study in Per- 
sonality.”” As ‘“personality’’ means life 
in character, it is full of hfe and char- 
acter, partly Ruskin’s, partly Benson's; 
partly the life and character of the 
world in the Nineteenth Century. This 
makes it valuable It is worth reading 
from beginning to end. 


Benson loves Ruskin and easily for- 
gives him his worst weakness. He 
easily discovers this, though many oth- 
ers have not done so. He finds that 
as an art critic and as a reformer of 
civilization Ruskin was always an al- 
truistic ‘‘Tory.” By this is meant that 
Ruskin had the controlling instinct of 
domination. He felt himself superior in 
mind and in goodness to the ‘“aver- 
age man.” He wished to dominate 
others, not for his own advantage, but 
for theirs. 

He ieivited them up to his own higher 
levels with almost unparalleled elo- 
quence. When they did not come, he de- 
spaired of them with dark and bitter 
despair. This he relieved by heroic work 
His heroic works were intended to at- 
tach pulleys to all on lower levals 
and wind them up until they were ele- 
vated to his own. When Ruskin worked 
desperately. at his elevating machiney 
until he could no longer endure the 
enormous strain he put on himself, he 
ended his life in what he thought utter 
and final failure. 

Benson shows that this was one of 
several great mistakes Ruskin made 
about himself. He demonstrates Rus- 
kin’s “personality” as a@ success in its 
profusely eloquent expression of iItsel?. 
He shows that this expression is so full 
of life that it belongs to all other life, 
not only in art and literature, but in 
thought and action, as the busy world 
expresses life in its own way. 

The highest eloquence does not come 
from self-possession. It is the fullest 
expression life can have throuzh lan- 
Suage. It is expression without re- 
serve, Self-possession tends always to- 
ward silence. As Ruskin became more 
and more eloquent in expression, he was 
expressing his own weakness, his own 
lack of self-possession, in sympathy 
with that of the world he wished to 
control, He saw it was not self-pos- 
sessed, He did not think it capable of 
self-control. Its needs inspired his deep- 
est emotions. He threw al) his forces 
Into his attempts to help others. He 
won his high and enduring successes 
because he shared the weakness he 
wished to dominate. As Benson {illus- 





, trates this, it is in sudden touches, dis- 


closing the inner life of the man who 
was attempting to control civilization. 
His surrender of his own family life 
is well known. With civilization depend- 
ing on the family, he substituted ‘‘al- 
truism.”” He gave up his wife to his 
artist friend. This was weakness, at- 
tempting to become sublimity. All civil- 
ization would fall through it. 

In Ruskin’s case, he pronounced his 
own sentencé. Living his lonely life 
until past middle age, he saw a child 
grow into the grace and beauty of young 
womanhood. He wished to have her for 
his own. He carried letters from her in 
a gold case next his heart. She had 
been his pupll from childhood. She ad- 
mired him beyond all other men. When

she refused to marry him because of wer 


religious scruples, he thought there was 
nothing left to live for. When she died, 
he was not comforted by the hope of 
meeting her In heaven. He had wanted 
her as his own on earth, he sald. In 
heaven, he wished to meet Socrates and 
other authors of his favorite books. The 
majority of those on whom he wished 
to force elevation may have weakness as 
great as this, but “Seir “common sense” 
means that they learn to live it cown 
and “hold it down.” Mr. Benson ews 


that Ruskin had “uncommon sense’’ 
enough to be remembered always in 
English Hterature. He belongs to life 
as he expressed its weakness through 
his own unconscious sympathy with it. 
He gave eloquent expression to all that 
in life which moved him beyond his 
rower of self-control until he could not 
help expressing it. Perhaps it fs only 
in this way that ‘“‘great genius’ ever 
does express its “personality.” Mr. 
Benson feels and understands the mean- 
ing of genius. No one else has explained 
it so well-in Ruskin. (G. P. Putnam’s 
Sons, New York and London.) 
BROWNING AND HOW, REALF AND 
KIDDER. 
OBERT BROWNING was a great 
~ thinker. He educated his mind 
much -better than he did his ear. 
He loved the melody of words. He had 
a strong sense of the music in them. 
This moved him to write verse instead 
of prose. As he never took the pains 
to learn to measure words as a good 
draughtsman measures his space in 
making his pictures, the result was the 
same to the end of his life. Every- 
thing he wrote in verse is apt to*be 
“out of drawing.” It is great poetry, 
perhaps, for half a page. Then it 
breaks into prose, great enough in !dea 
but not good prose because it is still 
partly in verse forms. 

It would have been better for Ameri- 
can literature if Louis How had thought 
this out before writing his own “Lyrics 
and Sonnets.’’ These may be the be- 
ginning of the great American lyrics 
of the future. It is clear from them 
that Louis How admires’ Browning | 
greatly. That may be an advantage. 
It is also clear that Louls How, even 
in the beginning, is less likely to get 
his own language “‘out of drawing’’ than 
Browning was even in the end. Hence, 
Louis How can never write the great 
American lyrics of the future by tak- 
ing Browning for a master in what be- 
longs only to form. He has written 
many stanzas which in form’ are above 
Browning’s average. In four such lines 
as'this he shows the meaning of poetry 
when its forms make memorable the 
ideas that are best worth remembering: 


Thus we look, thus others think 
And others say we are; 

Day must bring us meat 
But night will bring a star. 
might have taken off his 
hat to such a stanza. It is not Brown- 
ing’s but Louls How’s own. If he goes 
on writing others of his own by that 
standard, they may become the Amert- 
ean lyrics of the future. 

Richard Realf was not a philosopher 
He shot himself finally 
because he could not learn to think. 
But he had a wonderfully educated 
sense of the music of the English lan- 
guage. Browning’s mind expressed in 
such music would make the greatest 
poetry. Realf left two or three won- 
derful lyrics. These Martha Kidder 
had read before publishing her ‘‘Aeonian 
Echoes.” They come from the same 
press at the same time with How’s 
“Lyrics and Sonnets.” They are in- 
spired by religious feeling and by 
pathos. These often react into broad 
humor. Still oftener they lead to the 
poetry of hopefulness and cheerfulness. 
All her verses are studies of musical 
form as Realf mastered it until it 
became an instinct. Then he could not 
begin to measure English words without 
turning them into music. Martha Kid- 
der has many ideas which deserve to be 
made forever memorable in this way. 
She knows how to express them well in 
formal measures. She has learned to 
feel and to admire the highest music of 
the English language. She puts her ex- 
planation of her poems on the first 


page:
